1. Document # 99 is entitled Defendant R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company's 
Amended And Supplemental Responses to Plaintiff's First Set of 
Interrogatories. 

At page 2 to page 5 in the "Response to Interrogatory No. 1 ," a description of R.J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Company's (hereinafter "RJR") activities with respect to the study of 
TSNA's in tobacco is provided. At page 5 to page 6, in the "Amended and Supplemental 
Response to Interrogatory No. 3" a description of the barns purchased from Vencon Varsos 
and the fan purchased from Long are provided. 

At page 23, in the Response to Interrogatory No. 15, in the second paragraph thereof, 
a description of the state of the art by the Assignee of record, RJR, is provided. At pages 24- 
26, additional description of the Vencon-Varsos operation manuals and other activities related 
to bulk curing barns are described. Such operation manuals are a part of Document # 99 and 
have been submitted. 
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2. Document # 100 is entitled Declaration of G. Brent Hunter. 

Document #100 describes Mr. Hunter's purchase of a tobacco-curing barn in 1976 
manufactured by Powell Manufacturing. Attached at Exhibits C and D of Document #100 
are a "Bulk Curing Manual" and "Bulk Curing/Drying Owner's/Operator's Manual for Flue 
Cured Tobaccos" that accompanied the barn. Mr. Hunter states that during the cure following 
the cure schedule proposed by Powell air flows through the barn. 

3. Document # 106 is entitled Declaration of Leroy Lynch 

Document #106 describes Mr. Lynch' s purchase of a Long manufactured barn 
purchased in 1983. The owner's manual is attached to the Declaration. In the Declaration, 
Mr. Lynch states that the original fan was replaced in the 1980's to improve airflow.
